DU Bl N S KY’S PLANTATION

One hundred years ago the Emancipation Pro¬ 
clamation freed the slaves, releasing them from the 
forced bondage of the white master's plantation. 
Today there are new slaves in bondage to new 
masters on new plantations which rise out of the 
concrete jungle of our city. 

The Negro and Puerto Rican workers in the 
I.L.G.W.U. are new slaves on the plantations of 
slave master David Dubinsky. These workers are 
slaves to the economic system which has forced 
them to sell their labor on the block without any 
real hope for financial compensation or eventual 
emancipation. Since most of these workers are not 
even on the middle rung of the educational ladder 
and are generally unskilled in any other areas they 
are tied to an industry which so far has refused to 
grant them the right to make even a halfway de¬ 
cent living through the discriminatory practices of 
the union as illustrated by what is permitted in the 
shops of the locals. 



Uncle Tom is more difficult to 
recognize in Africa than he is at 
home. I refer here to the North 
American genus of the species— 
homo Tomo Americanus. This type 
of Tom is often a technician of some 
sort, in Africa on a two or three 
year contract,on the payroll of the 
U.S. government or a private firm. 
Frequently he is a scholar or a 
writerwho is merely passing through 
on a lecture or a study tour, spon¬ 
sored by the State Department or 
one of the many wealthy founda¬ 
tions.

Dope addiction in Harlem has 
reached the proportions of a plague. 
The United States says, officially, 
that there are twenty thousand ad¬ 
dicts in the country.
